Handbook and so on dealine with the mechanics of interference s:nnression at the 
transmitter, or in the TV set, Lost hems aren't on the air veryylong before they 
run into a need for this material. There is no intent in this article to deal 
with such matters as low and high pass filters, shielding, stub antenna's and so 
forth; what we think may be helpful is a list of some of the remarks thet are 
thrown et our TVI Committee by mre or less (usuelly less with a capital "L") 
understanding neighbors ~ and possible wrys to cope with them,
